ternal Revenue Service, Assistant U.S 
Attorney Te Adelman brought forth 
séveral banking employees and IRS 
agents who told how Skinner allegedly 
helped purchase Thomas Brimberry’s 
$485,000 Arizona home, yet failed to list 
Brimberry’s illegal Stix income when 
preparing his tax returns. 

Skinner purchased cashier's checks 
and money orders made payable to 
Ronald or Ron Stone (a California at- 
torney), forged the checks, and 
deposited them in banks in three states, 
prosecutors alleged Thursday. 

Shelley Grelle, a teller at the Fair- 
view Heights Community Bank, 
testified that Skinner would bring in 
large amounts of cash in a briefcase to 
buy cashier’s checks, but he would 
generally refuse to give her a remit 
ter’s name, saying to her, “It isn’t 
necessary.’ 

When Defense Attorney Robert Rice 
asked her if other people refused to give 
a remitter’s name, the teller replied,

“He’s the only one I remember who 
wouldn’t give a remitter.”” 

During his testimony, IRS Special 
Agent James Weirheim pointed to a 
chart which represented 30 such pur- 
chases of cashier’s checks by Skinner in 
April and May of 1980. Weirheim show- 
ed that on April 11, 1980, Skinner pur- 
chased 19 checks (at 13 different banks) 
which totaled$135,000. Money from Stix 
and Co. accounts was used in buying the 
checks, and each of the checks was 
written for less than $10,000, it was 
alleged. 

Currency Transaction Reports must 
be filed with the IRS when cashier's 
checks for more than $10,000 are pur- 
chased, Weirheim added. 

This money was put into an account 
in the Fairview Heights Community 
Bank and used to provide the final pay- 
ment on Brimberry’s Arizona home

returns for 1978 through 1980, Weirheim

| Trash contract ends July 1

Itseems that Granite City must find a 
new trash collection service by this 
summer. SCA Services of Illinois, Inc., 
_Milam East Hauling Division, has in- 
formed Granite City it will no longer 
provide trash hauling or landfill ser- 
vices here after July 1 

Mayor Paul Schuler told aldermen 
last week he received a letter April 15 
from SCA Services saying the company 
did not wish to renew its service con- 
tract with the city. 

The city had taken SCA Services to 
,court in a dispute over the amount of 


sludge that could be deposited by the ci- 
ty’s Wastewater Treatment Plant in 
SCA landfills. 

Besides ending trash hauling and 
sludge disposal services to the city 
after July 1, dumping in SCA Services 
landfills will no longer be available free 
of charge to residents. 

Aldermen have been investigating 
alternate trash disposal solutions for 
the past several months, since they an- 
ticipated higher charges for trash 
disposal for the 1983-84 year. Sixth 
Ward Alderman Walter Milton, who 
heads the aldermanic search commit- 
tee looking for the less expensive solu- 
tion to the city trash problem, announc- 


ed that bid proposals have aldready 
been prepared to find a new trash ser- 
vice 


The service eventually selected will 
be resposible for collecting refuse from 
12,000 single family units, 750 small 
commerical businesses, 451 Kirk- 
patrick Home units. city buildings and 
public schools 


In addition, the service must provide 
a place for residents to dump their 
trash and the city to deposit its sludge, 
tree trimmings and rubbish collected 
by the street department. 

Bidders have until May 12 to respond 
to the city’s proposal

Ann Carr, assistant attorney general, 
termed the meeting a negotiations ses- 
sion with Taracorp and St. Louis Lead 
Recyclers, two neighboring Granite Ci- 
ty lead industries.

Mildred Fort, manager of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health’s 
Childhood Lead Poisoning Control Pro- 
gram, said free tests are being offered 
at 4700 Nameoki Road. The office is 
open from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. Mondays 
through Fridays. 

Her office had not yet received any

report, but definitely expects residents 
to eventually contact the office about 
lead findings. The telephone number is 
931-4545. 


In addition to seeking more blood 
samples, the IEPA will be taking other 
well water samples and still must com- 
plete chemical analysis of air filter 
samples to pinpoint the source of the 
lead pollution. Analysis of the filters by 
an independent contractor is expected 
to be completed by the end of May 

James J. Maloney, [EPA spokesman, 
said the stale’s primary purpose in 
releasing preliminary lead test results 
now is to provide relief to concerned 
residents about the negative blood 
tests. ‘‘In fact, we, ourselves, are 
relieved, but we still see a lot of things 
need to be done.”’ 


Little concern over lead here

Local reaction is slow in coming to 
the state’s study revealing significant 
lead soil contamination in Granite City 
and Madison business and residential 
areas. 
The report issued late last week by 
the Illinois vironmental Protection 
Agency (IEPA) and the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health found lead levels 
in soil here high enough to urge that 
children age 6 and under be prevented 
from eating outdoors or playing in dirt 
if they live within a half mile of a lead 
smelter at 16th Street and Cleveland 
Boulevard 

Apparently, however, no ready plan 
exists for either the city or state to 
assist residents in furthur interpreting 
the study or pinpointing exactly which 
residents should begin taking the state 
recommended safety measures. 

Alfred Wilson, principal of Emerson 
School about two blocks outside the 
area where soil readings are highest, 
said he called the board of education 
after learning of the study. According 
to the principal, he was told there is no 
danger, as long as the children do not 
eat the dirt. 

“We're not planning on taking any 
special precautions,” he said 

Children will not be prevented from 
playing in a sandbox on the school 
grounds, but he may caution children 


about throwing sand at playmates. 

Gary Brooks, the city’s only full-time 
air pollution control employee, said he 
first learned of the lead results when 
reading Thursda: Press-Record. He 
is not aware of any plans at this time for 
the city to discuss the results of the 
study with residents. City Engineer 
Monroe Brewer, the city’s air control 
administrator, was not in town 

According to his si ry, Granite 
City Mayor Paul Schuler was informed 
of the report by the state’s IEPA 
Collinsville office late Thursda 
noon. He had not prepared a statement 
on the finding before leaving his office 
Friday and is not expected back until 
May 2. 

The city hall is located in an area with 
lead soil concentrations of about 500 
parts-lead-per-million, compared to 50 
to 100 parts-per-million found in other 
communities. The city’s Civic Park, 
Niedringhaus Avenue and 20th Street, 
site of community picnics, is located in 
an area with 500 to 1,000 parts-per- 
million, readings considered by the 
state to represent a risk to very young 
children who may eat contaminated 
soil 

A brief sampling of residents in the 
area immediately surrounding the lead 
smelter showed a mixed awaren of 
the soil, blood and vegetable test 
results.

Dispute cable bills 


Granite City pay television 
subscribers are finding themselves 
caught in a dispute between South- 
Western Cable TV, Inc., and the city 
council 

Confusion began late last month when 
a dollar increase in the company’s 
basic rates was included in 
subscribers’ monthly bills, after the 
company apparently felt the city had 
finally agreed to the hike. 


The council had given the go-ahead to 
Mayor Paul Schuler to negotiate a 
dollar increase in the basic rate in 
return for additional revenues to the ci: 
ty. Aldermen backed off that stand 
when the dollar increase was formally 
presented to the council as an amend- 
ment to the city’s cable franchise with 
South-Western. 


Meanwhile, residents were faced 
with the problem of what to do about the 
extra dollar charge. 

On Thursday, Mayor Paul Schuler 
announced the cable company has no 
authority to collect the dollar increase 
in Granite City and encouraged 
residents not to submit the extra dollar. 
The mayor said he wanted to go on 


record with his statement after 
discovering the cable company intend- 
ed to continue the extra dollar charge in 
this month's cable bills. 

A company spokesman could not be 
reached Friday to comment on the 
mayor's remarks. 

The mayor advises residents not only 
to withhold the extra dollar charge this 
month, but, if it was paid last month, to 
deduct $2 from this month's bill 

The latest exchange between the 
council and South-Western was sparked 
by the city’s court action against the 
cable company in an attempt to have 
the city’s five-percent utility tax ap 
plied to cable television services. 

As a compromise, the cable company 
apparently offered the city three per- 
cent of its monthly revenues from 
basic, Home Box Office and The Movie 
Channel rates, if the city would drop its 
court action and agree to the $1 basic 
rate increase. The city now receives 
three percent of the revenues from the 
basic rate charges. 

The mayor said the council has again 
directed the city attorney to proceed 
with the court action against South- 
Western concerning the utility tax.

Clifford H. Fore, a pioneer in 
water and wastewater treat- 
ment programs who was 
credited with conceiving and 
promoting the establishment 
of the ERTC on the Edward- 
sville campus. 

A resolution designating 
the name of the ERTC was 
approved last week by the 
SIU Board of Trustees. 

Fore served as associate 
director of the ERTC for two 
years prior to his retirement 
from the University in 1977 
He died in March, 1982, hav- 
ing served as a member of 
the Board of the SIU Founda- 
tion and a member of the 
SIU Alumni Association, as 
well as a member of the 
faculty in the School of 
Science and Engineering at 
SIUE. 

A native of Carbondale, 
Fore pursued baccalaureate 
and graduate studies at SIU 
at Carbondale. He was 
superintendent of the water 
and wastewater treatment 
plants for the city of Car- 
bondale prior to serving 
nearly 20 years in a variety 
of positions in private in- 
dustry, with Illinois state 
government as the assistant 
water engineer for the II- 
linois Commerce Commis- 
sion, and in the service of the 
federal government through 
assistance to developing 
countries under the auspices 
of USAID grants. 

In 1965, Fore joined the 
staff of SIUE as a member of 
the faculty in the School of 
Science and Technology and 
as supervisor of the universi- 
ty’s wastewater treatment 
plant. Due to his initiative, 
the university began plant 
operator training courses in 
conjunction with the U.S 
Environmental Protection 
Agency in 1967

- State Representative Sam Wolf (D- 
Granite City) has introduced legislation 
which would make it legal for Walter 
“Shang” Greathouse, president of the 
Metro-East Sanitary District, to con- 
tinue to serve as director of the district 
»| The bill is one of two bills concerning 
the MESD introduced by Rep. Wolf, one 
of which would divide the district at the 
5t. Clair and Madison county lines 
because of an alleged inequity in expen- 
ditures between the two counties. That 
Bill, introduced several times before, is 
hot expected to be passed. 

«! The bill involving several changes in 
the executive director's job description 
may-end the situation which MESD in 
violation of state statutes that require 
hn engineer be appointed to the post 
and fulfill specified duties. 


The Metro-East Sanitary District Act 
of 1974 says that an executive director 
with 10 years of ‘practical engineering 
experience, at least five years of which 
shall have been in a responsible ad- 
ministrative and executive capacity,” 
shall be appointed by the board of com- 
missioners and fulfill the duties as chief 
executive. 

Those guidelines are not feasible in 
Rep. Wolf's opinion, so the bill he pro- 


poses would eliminate the engineering 
requirement and would allow the ap- 
pointment of an executive director 
from within the board membership. 

He said that, considering the salary 
range the MESD could pay an ex- 
ecutive director, he doubted any 
qualified engineer would take the job. 
The main reason for his proposed 
change, however, is that “‘the district 
does not need an engineer on that basis. 
It’s not much of a necessity to have 
engineering qualifications (for the ex- 
ecutive director).’’ The pending legisla- 


tion allows for engineers to be hired on * 


acontractural basis. 

Presently, Walter ‘Shang’ Great- 
house, president of the MESD, has 
assumed many of the executive direc- 
tor’s duties as specified in the statutes. 
While Greathouse does not meet the 
engineering requirement, Wolf in- 
dicated the duties were assumed out of 
necessity and he praised the president's 
leadership. 

“The district is really in good shape. 
It’s supervised in an excellent manner 
by Mr. Greathouse,” he said. 

Ironically, Wolf believes that Great- 
house's handling of the MESD could be 
the reason the legislators have not ap: 
proved the bill to split the district, 
which has been introduced twice 
before. Wolf said it is unlikely the 


legislation will pass this time, but that 
he reintroduced it, in case officials 
from both counties decide to split the 
district 

. Should that decision be made, the bill 
would already be filed, eliminating pre- 
liminary steps and ensuring that the fil- 
ing date for legislation would be met, he 
said. 

There also is the question of ‘‘could 
one part of the district survive with the 
other part gone,” Rep. Wolf said. 

“Why bother (to split the district) if 
it’s operating so well?"’ 

Considerable discussion occurred 
about splitting the district before 
Greathouse was named president 

“The district is in better shape now 
than it has been in 35 or 40 years,"’ Wolf 
said. Greathouse is credited with 
decreasing the payroll and reducing 
costs. When he took over in late 1980, 
the district was faced with a $3 million 
deficit, but started this year with a $1 
million cash balance. 


The problem has been an alleged ine 
quity in expenses between the two coun- 
ties. Greathouse has said the problem 
has been rectified and was due to the 
geography of St. Clair County because 
it is at a lower elevation than Madison 
County and, subsequently, has more 
drainage problems

“Steel bookings reached a 
temporary plateau in April 
due to a pause in buying by 
the auto industry and 
weaker than expecied de- 
mand by the agricultural 
and pre-engineered 
buildings markets,” said G 
Watts Humphrey Jr., presi- 
dent of the Steel Group. 

“However, our shipments 
in the second quarter are ex- 
pected to exceed the first 
quarter’s level. Even though 
steel prices remain depress- 
ed, better operating efficien- 
cies and lower employment 
costs should enable the 
group to improve its finan- 
cial performance in the se- 
cond quarter.”

A discussion was held at 
the meeting on the possibili 
ty of forming the MCC into 
an actual political party 
Some felt the city-backed 
aldermen were re-elected by 
such narrow margins in the 
recent election that it would 
be easier to get MCC-backed 
candidates elected 

However, the general opi- 
nion was not to form a 
political organization, but to 
remain a ‘‘citizen 
awareness” organization 
The exception to this would 
be city-wide referendums, 
such as *“*home rule."" 

Strange announced that a 
MCC membership drive is to 
be launched in May.

Donahue pointed to 
another poll result as 
evidence that independent- 
business people want a re- 
evaluation of state priorities 
before legislators consider 
raising taxes. 

Fifty-seven percent said 
legislators should aim the 
budget-cutting ax at general 
government spending. 
Regulatory agencies (cited 
by 18 percent) and health

Donahue quoted a member 
in Rock Island as represen 


tative of the views of most 
members: “Eliminate all 
expenses that aren't vital, 
and reduce the number of 
employees in each depart 
ment.” 

In other poll results, small 
business people demand 
changes in two areas they 
see as unfairly restricting 
corporate officers.

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Poplar St. Bridge repairs 
increase McKinley traffic

Lengthy traffic backups 
for commuters using the 
Poplar Street Bridge 
(Interstate 70-55) leading 
from Illinois into downtown 
St. Louis, created by the 
closing of several lanes for 
repairs, apparently are 
resulting in increased 
revenue for McKinley 
Bridge, owned by the city of 
Venice. 

Second Ward Alderman 
George Mangiaracino raised 
the question of changes in 
traffic flow over the local 
bridge at last week’s 
meeting of the Venice City 
Council. 

Although official figures 
have not yet been tabulated 
for the current month, 
Bridge Manager Tom Fields 
said it appears a daily in- 
crease of 2,000 to 3,000 
vehicles utilized the 
McKinley Bridge since the 
Poplar Street Bridge repairs 
started at the beginning of 
the month. 

A 30-cent fee is charged for 
each one-way trip across the 
McKinley Toll Bridge. 

The massive resurfacing 
project on the free Poplar 
Street Bridge is expected to 
continue through 
September. 

‘During the work, traffic 
that usually flows on four 12- 
foot lanes in each direction is 
restricted to two 10'%-foot 
lanes so workers can strip 
and replace the 
deteriorating surface of the 
15-year-old bridge. 

‘A report on McKinley 
Bridge traffic in March 
showed a total of 361,652 
vehicles used the bridge last 
month, 

The average daily use by 
11,666 vehicles is an increase 
of 122 vehicles per day as 
compared to March 1982, 
Fields stated. 

In a second report,

The home of Robert Steele, 
2133 Cleveland Blvd., is in 
direct contrast in as much as 
the structure has been well 
preserved since its construc- 
tion in 1902. Built by Mr 
Draper the dwelling has re- 
mainded in the Draper fami- 
ly until its present owner 
purchsed the house in 1982. 

Special interest is noted in 
the hand-carved staircase 
and woodwork, in original 
condition, the, millwork in 
the doorways and the hard- 
wood floors with inlay.

Big increase in local 
college students sought

When the Granite City 
Center of the Belleville 
Area College district opens 
Aug. 22, it is hoped there 
will have been a substan- 
tial rise in the number of 
Quad-Cityans attending 
college 

This was the message 
last week of BAC President 
Bruce Wissore, who ad- 
dressed the April prayer 
breakfast in Granite City. 

Registration is being 
conducted today at Granite 
City High School North, 
which will be the site of the 
Granite City Center 

After today, registration 
for the fall semester will 
take place at the present 
BAC Granite City daytime 
center, Washington School, 
and at the current BAC 
Granite City nighttime 
location, GCHS South. 

‘hose two centers will 
close when the new d 
and-night school 
established the North 
building. 

Dr. Wissore said “‘red 
ink” is unavoidable here 
initially because state 
financial aid to colleges 
has a built-in two-year 
delay. No matter how 
many people enroll for the 
fall of 1983, state funding 
will not begin until 1985. 

It is hoped to triple the 
10,000 credit hours current- 
ly taught in Granite City 
(the night classes at South 
and the day courses at 
Washington). GCC _ will 
operate almost around-the 
clock at the present North 
High, Maryville Road and 
Highway 203. 

In addition to a quarter- 
million dollars to be ex- 
pended in 1983-84 because 
of the state aid delay, 
another $1 million will be 
spent here by BAC that 
year, it was estimated. 

The president praised 
the foresight of the BAC 
board, including Chairman 
Patricia Bartsokas, who 
was present, and. Vice- 
Chairman Avery 
Schermer. 

Dr. Wissore introduced 
Dr. Frank Gornick, GC 
Center provost, Dr. Wayne 
Clark, BAC vice-president 
of instruction, Dr. Weldon 
Tallant, BAC vice- 
president of student 
development, Jim Hines, 
BAC vice-president of ad- 
ministrative services, 
Rosanna Herren, who will 
be GCC director of student 
life and community  ser- 
vices, and Sharon Owens, 
student member of the 
board of trustees. 

It was announced that 
Lee Knoebel, financial aid 
adviser, will move from 
BAC to GCC to serve as 
director of administrative 
services. 

The new center will offer 
a full range of student ac- 
tivities and there will be a 
cafeteria, book store, stu- 
dent gymnasium and 
library, Dr. Wissore said 

A former student and 
coach at Southeast 
Missouri College, the BAC 
president recalled past 
links with Granite Cityans. 
He said GCC will help BAC 
meet all three of its mris- 
sions—inexpensive college 
services, close proximity 
to students, and local con- 
trol of policies 

It was noted that in the 
St. Louis Business Jour- 
nal's report on universities 
and colleges in this 
metropolitan area in 
February, BAC advanced 
from second place a year 
ago to first among all 20 St 
Louis-region institutions of 
higher learning. 

The 2,100-square-mile 
BAC district has 3,060 full-

students 

Already first, BAC hopes 
to continue growing 
despite reductions in the 
U.S. college-age popula- 
tion. Pres. Wissore showed 
slides explaining the ad- 
ministration’s ‘“‘can do"’ at- 
titude and emphasized his 
belief that the local com- 
munity is ‘‘a winner.”’ 

He added, ‘“‘We don’t 
back losers,” and said he is 
convinced that Quad- 
Cityans will fully utilize 
GCC, an essential ingre- 
dient if it is to succeed. 

“We back no losers, 
either,” moderator Drew 
Karandjeff said in voicing 
the breakfast group’s ap- 
proval of BAC’s Granite Ci- 
ty initiative 

The group was told that 
Southern Illinois Universi- 
ty at Edwardsville is 
cooperating with the col- 
lege officials in a variety of 
ways, including develop- 
ment of plans for the GCC 
library 

Granite City college will 
permit SIUE to visit the 
jocal facility and explain 
university course offerings 
to college students desiring 
information about SIUE. 

Formation of GCC is ex- 
pected to result in BAC sur- 
passing Central Illinois 
College in Peoria, becom- 
ing the largest-enrollment 
district of the 35 in 
Downstate Illinois. The 
Chicago area has four big 
community college 
districts. 

The speaker attributed 
the present lack of BAC at- 
tendance in the northern- 
most and southernmost 
areas of the college district 
to the cost and time involv- 
ed in commuting. BAGalso 
hopes to establish a 
southern center soon 

The college was unable 
to expand here earlier due 
to limited funds, and can- 
not afford to construct a 
major facility here now. 

It has signed a long-term 
lease with the Granite City 
School Board, which was 
praised by Dr. Wissore 

He said Supt. B. J. Davis 
has always provided ex- 
cellent cooperation with 
college programs. 

He also commended the 
Madison and Venice school 
systems and said he hopes 
to work closely with them. 

BAC currently provides 
175,000 credit hours of ii 
struction each year. If G 
develops as expected 
will account for 18 pere 
of the total, the group 
told 

The president said GCC 
will feature courses enabl- 
ing students to transfer to 
such schools as SIUE and 
the University of Illinois 
after completing two years 
of college study here. 

With data processing and 
secretarial science to be 
emphasized, GCC will have 
a microcomputer center 
equaling that at BAC, he 
said. The college will move 
aviation maintenance and 
avionics instruction here 
from rented space in 
Cahokia 

He said the varsity soc- 
cer and wrestling teams 
will be moved to GCC, and 
there will be men’s basket- 
ball, women’s basketball 
and women's volleyball. 

Tuition aid will be pro- 
vided for some of the 
athletes and for some 
academically talented 
students, it was related. 

GCC jackets displayed 
Wednesday will be award- 
ed to those contributing 
$200 or more to the Granite 
City Stars Club for scholar- 
ships. 

Dr. Wissore promised 
“well-rounded student ac- 
tivities, an open gym, and 
all that it takes to have a 
college atmosphere. This 
will not just be a building 
where you can take 
courses.”’ 

He predicted a $1,700,000 
college district balance 
June 30, compared to 
$200,000 three years ago, 
$825,000 two years ago and 
$1,420,000 a year ago, at- 
tributing the increase to 
productivity gains. BAC’s 
budget is about half the 
size of that of the Granite 

City school district. 


To provide the flexibility 
the college needs when 
scheduling courses in 
response to last-minute 
registration, the bulk of 
teaching is obtained on a 
part-time basis, the 
gathering was told. 

Although this will limit 
the number of full-time 
jobs to about five depart- 
ment heads, many part- 
time positions will be 


created, Dr. Wissore said 
He asked that all who are 
interested in full-time or 
part-time work contact 
BAC. Hiring is expected to 
be done primarily from the 
local community. 

As enrollment here 

grows, the size of the staff 
will be increased, he 
stre: d. 
The Quad-City area has 
been a part of the Belleville 
Area College district since 
the early 1970s, when new 
population and tax base 
minimums set by the Il- 
linois Community College 
Board prevented forma- 
tion of a local college 
district 

The state decisions made 
it necessary that this com- 
munity join either BAC or 
Lewis and Clark College, 
Godfrey. Lewis and Clark 
Pres. Wilbur R. L. Trimpe 
attended with BAC Pres. 
Wissore on the night in 
March when the Granite 
Cit¥ board voted to lease 
North. 

With BAC’s principal 
facility—2500 Carlyle 
Road, Belleville—becom- 
ing more and more over- 
crowded, trustees and ad- 
ministrators during the 
1980s had been studying 
ways to better serve the 
large geographic area, 
which has an assessment 
biase exceeding $1 billion 

Development of addi- 
tional extension centers 
was added to BAC goals a 
the start of the 1982-83 
school year as a way of ex- 
panding services and 
decreasing students’ travel 
cost and time. 

The two-year college 
began in 1946 as an exten- 
sion of Belleville Township 
High School, now Belleville 
High School West, and 
since 1967 it has been 
known as District 522, one 
of the 39 college districts in 
Hlinois 

Its image for several 
decades has included a 
record of community ser- 
vice, fiscal conservatism, 
and innovation in develop- 
ing courses and seminars. 

Although outnumbered 
by the Belleville region in 
voting at Board of Trustees 
elections, the Quad-City 
area does have one of its 

residents, Schermer, on 
the BAC board and 
previously was 
represented by Robert 
Harris 

With the age of BAC 
students currently averag- 
ing 29.7 years, GCC is 
believed likely to attract 
students of all ages 

A goal this spring is to at- 
tract Granite City, 
Madison, Venice, Col- 
linsville, Highland and 
Troy area high school 
seniors. Talk of a wrestling 
championship in 1983-84 
already has begun, with a 
number of outstanding 
wrestlers indicating their 
intention to enroll at the 
Granite City college. 

District 522 receives 40 
percent of its revenue from 
the state, 27 percent from 
tuition, 23 percent from 
property taxes and 10 per- 
cent from other sources. 

The district averaged a 
yearly spending excess of 
$100,000 over revenue for a 
six-year span, decreasing 
its fund balance to as little 
as $44,442 in 1978-79. 

But after ‘“‘belt tighten- 
ing’’ actions, its revenue 
excess over expenditures 
averaged $620,000 annually 
for two years, enabling it to 
seriously consider a two- 
center or three-center ap- 
proach rather than having 
“all eggs in one basket” at 
Belleville. ‘ 

The timing of the college 
proposal meshed perfectly 
with the plan to close ten- 
year-old North High, 
eliminating any need to 
“mothball” the big, one- 
story school. 

North has been toured by 
BAC trustees and - ad- 
ministrators, who are im- 
pressed by its design and 
condition. They promise to 
make it a college “first 
class in every way.”
